If a Shop-Keepe 
had a very good conftant Cuftomer, by whom he 
made great Profir cvery "Year, and they id fall 
oot, woul it b= calied Difhonefty for a Netghbour 
of the fame Bufinels to endeavout to ferve him? All 
thefe Things the vigilant Eyes of our Minifters mult 
be conitantly obferviag, ant guarding againtt. 

TuHat ours have behaved as any other wife and 
prudent Miniltcry weuld do, or now do, is alfo as 
evident : For the Luteh and French are treated in 
the fame Manner, by the Spaniards, as the Exelib 
are. The French, inde d, nave very few Ships in 
thofe Seas ; ur cur of theie few, the Spaniards have 
now and then taken one. The Dutch nave, in Pro- 
portion to the Number of Ships they navigate there, been 
a great deal worle uled than the Enelijb , tor they 
have boft awre than half as many as we, tho’ we have 
Ten Ships to their One: Yet the States General 
have not made War with them, bur endeavoured by 
the fame Methods that our Court has taken, to bring 

the Court of Spain to make them Satisfaction in an 
Amicabie Way. And ir deferves our frit Atten- 
tion, that as row no Sarisfaction ‘eems to be hoped for 
in this Way, the Two Natiors being refolved to aét 
jointly, and aflift and fupporr cach other in what Is 
further requifice, they can by this Means proceed in 
a more f: rn liable Mat ner, and at lefs Exypenic, than 
Either tingly; and be better prepared for whatever 
Atintance the Spaniards may have, or what may aficct 
the General Peace of Evrope. Which, by the Leave 
of our wife Aurhors of tne Craf{t(man and Common 
Senfe, is another M.tter, and of tuc laft Lmportance, 
tor our Minifters to have Regard to 

Ir isnot Twenty Years {ince our famous Sicilian 
Expcdiiton, wher our-—-PFeeer actroyet the Whole 
Spanih Fleet, without any War ccciared. There 
were then fev-ral fuch In units ana [njuriss committed 
by tiie Spaniards as mow, as well as other Artempts 
to break the Failance of Power, and General Peace 
of Europe, which occafioned that vigorous and levere 
Refentu.ent and Reverge. ut does nor Commen 
Senfe teil vs, thefe Thirgs are net to be offen re- 
peated ? We mull be able io fhew the whole World 
the Juflice and ab ouite Newethry of an Affair of 
this Conte u-nce, or we fhouid {00% have all the 
Wror!d our Enerics, in their own Defenfe : As any 
Civil Neighbourhood or Seciety would be to a Man, 
who becaufz he was Tall and Strong, will be always 
(trikirg and breaking the Peace, on every litthe Affair 
that ottends him, 

Anp altho’ this Sicilian Expedition may be rea- 
fonably excus’d, tho’, perhaps, not pultify’d ; yet we 
may and ought to wait with the more Patience, fince 
we fo lately nad this Military Satisfaction, and con- 
vinced the Spaniards of the Danger of provoking 
Britons too far. And as this is ons Reafon why we 
fiould—peoceed witie the-utmoft Deliberation and 
Caution ; fo the Regard due to our South Sea Mer- 
chants Effects, isanocher. And I don’: ac all doubt, 
but this fufficiently embarrafles our Minifters ; for 
fome Way or other they muft be taken Care of. 

But Iam fo far from going to infer from hence, 
that it ts improper for our Government fo refent this 
Zehaviour of the Spaniards, that I dare be bold to 
fay, we fhail find that ample Satisfaction mult be 
had for thofe Ships taken in or near the Gull of Fle- 
rida, as alfo for any others, as unjuftly plunderd or 
taken: And when we are orce forced to cal) them to 
Account, I am apt to chink that their late Demand 
ot Gecroia, fc. will be one of the Articles ; for we 
fall then fettle the whole Account with them.

And this we 
fhali find will be the Cafe, whenever Things are 
ripe, and we are properly prepared againft aii Pro- 
bable Events ; for then, and not till then, will it be 
confiftent with Right Keafon, that is with Univerial 
Common Senfe.
